SCHOOL REPORT. 
To the citizens of Fefferson : 

The School Committee would make the following report: The 
schools throughout the town during the past year, have, on the whole 
been profitable and satisfactory. 

The whole number of scholars enroiled during the past year, 
and attending school is 220, and none are reported in the teachers’ 
returns as not attending. 

The number ot children of each sex was not reported by the 
selectmen, 

The whole amount of money appropriated to the schools was 
$1005.69, beiug an average of $4.571 to each pupil. 

The footing of the column in the table showing the apportion- 
ment of school money to the several districts will exceed the above 
amount. 

The names upon the “Roll of Honor’ in the several distticts 
are as follows ; : r 

District No. 1. — Carrie Bedell, Annie Morton. Ernest EK. 
Phelps, Ivan C. Phelps, Irvind W. Appiebee, one term. 

District No. 2.—Hugh Beaton, one term. 

District No. 6.—Jennie Fisher, Florence Smith, Eugene Gale, 
Alonzo Willoughby, one term. 

District No. 7.—Josie L. Davis, Frank B. Pottle, one term. 

District No. 8 —Irving P. Bean, one term. 

Districts No. 3, 4, 7, 8 & 9 are not suitably supplied with black- 
boards; that of No. 9 is‘too high for use, even by the teacher of 
ordinary stature. 

Beside the State map, of which each district has a copy, there 
is an entire lack of maps and charts, except in No. 7, and also of 
books of reference ; this is uot as it should be; every schoo] should 
have a dictionary; every district which is able ,to have two or three 
terms of school, of six to twelve weeks each, should raise a few 
dollars for the purchase of such articles.

Our teachers are drifting more and more into oral ie 
which is the true method, and consequently feeling more ane 
the need of blackboards, books of reference, maps and gloom 

Uniformity and regularity of attendance are absolutely ne si 

to the success of our schools. Let the parents see to it, then, the 
their children are not absent at ‘the opening of the school in th 

morning; that they are not allowed to be absent a day or a tg fday; ay; 

nor’ to be dismissed for*any petty reason. 

I would, recommend to prudential committees th: ios 

especial pains “to notify the school committee of the com 

and close of schools, as required by law; he cannot suecessfu 

form his duties without your hearty ae
